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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Langdon School Board: 


I herewith submit my sixteenth report as your Superintendent of Schools. 


At this time, the Langdon School District stands in a very favorable posi- 
tion among the rural districts. The teachers are exceptionally good, the child- 
ren well behaved and studious, and the school house modern, convenient,and 
nearly paid for. We were fortunate in holding the services of Mrs. Pauline 
Jacobs as teacher in the upper grades, and to hire Mrs. Pauline Durling for the 
lower grades. Our only difficulty is that we need more pupils, that, however, is 
not alarming. « 

The building and grounds are in good condition, except that the building 
needs a good outside paint job. ; 

Teachers’ salaries have been increased and it is impossible to tell at what 
time the rush toward inflation will change. It would seem to me at the pre- 
sent time, after studying the salary schedules in other districts, that we will 
have to pay much more during the next few years, in order to have good 
teachers. 

It is easier to get facts from a table than from a general discussion. J am 
therefore comparing the costs of 1931-32, 1936-37, 1944-45 and the estimated 
costs of 1945-46. In 1931-32, the average salary was $936.57, wood was $9 a 
cord; in 1936-37 the average teacher’s salary was $800 and wood was $8 a cord; 
last year the average salary was $1200; this vear it is $1375.
